Messrs. Beck & McNamara point out that 
the BULLETIN report of the judgement in the 
case of James McDonald against the town is 
incorrect. They give this version of the matter: 
Mr. McDonald sued the town for $92.50 for the 
alleged damage caused to him by the town start- 
ing expropriation proceedings and then with- 
drawing them; this $92.50 was made up of the 
following items (1) $40:—for ‘‘advocates fees” 
in connection with the expropriation proceed- 
ings (2) $7.50 for Mr. McDonald’s trouble and 
loss of time. (3) $45 for damage alleged to 
have been sustained by reason of his being dis- 
turbed. The claim of the last item $45, was 
made for the first time in the statment of claim 
in the action. When the claim for the other 
two items making $47.50 was put into the town, 
the town solicitors advised that $20 was all Mr. 
McDonald was entitled to and this amount the 
town offered to pay ‘‘without prejudice.” 
With their defence the $20 was paid into 
court by the town who however atthe same time 
claimed that Mr. McDonald should not get his 
costs of suit and that the town were entitled 
to costs against Mr. McDonald, by reason of 
the claim not being brought under the ordin- 
ance respecting claims of $100 and under. 
The judge held that the counsel fees charged 
by Mr. McDonald's advocates against him were 
not chargeable by him against the town, thus 
largely reducing the item ‘$40 advocates fees.” 
Then without saying how he looked upon the 
other items of the claim or the town’s claim on 
respect of costs, he allowed Mr. McDonald to 
take the $20, paid into court by the town and 
leaves each party to pay their own costs.

McCARTHY THE GREAT M. P. 

Usually the bolt of a single member from a 
party having a majority of sixty or seventy 
in parliament would not bea very serious 
affair—to any one but the bolter. But in 
this particular case it is altogether probable 
that Mr. McCarthy’s action will have an im- 
portant place in the history of the country. 
The importance of the event does not arise 
from the personal or political importance of 
Mr. McCarthy himself, and yet he is not 
by any means. an unimportant personage. 
Able and successful to the very highest degree 
in his profession of law, and always occupy- 
ing a prominent position in politcs, the de- 
fection of such a man from the party with 
which he has hitherto been allied is a matter 
to attract public attention, but not necessari- 
ly anything more. In this case, however, 
it is not Mr. McCarthy or his reasons for 
leaving his party which are important, so 
much as the fact that there is at present a 
general feeling of unrest within present party 
lines on both sides of politics, and that the 
policy advocated by Mr. McCarty is the one 
towards which thousands of those who feel 
themselves out of touch with the present 
parties are turning and have been turning 
for years, but until now lacked a something 
to give cohesion and expression to their 
views and to project those views into active 
politics. Now that a man of Mr. McCarthy’s 
stamp and standing has put himself in such 
a position that by mere force of circumstances 
he must become the leader, or more preperly 
perhaps the cutting edge, of the political 
force which these people of, let us say ad- 
vanced views, constitute, there will be a 
unity of expression and vigor of action that 
could not otherwise be, and that will cause 
an upheaval in Canadian politics before many 
years, or perhaps even months. The times 
are ripe for a change. In coming out from 
his party and declaring himself on public 
questions as he has, Mr. McCarthy has pro- 
bably builded better than he knew. 


In the conservative party of which Mr. 
McCarthy has been a life long member and 
in which he has been a shining light it is 
universally admitted that certain portions of 
the recognized policay of that party have not 
produced promised results. Notably is this 
the case in regard the so called national 
policy. Men voted for that ‘policy for years 
on the well defined understanding that by 
doing so they were assisting in the progress 
and prosperity of the country, by building up 
manufactures, supplying labor and wages to 
the artizan and a home market to the farmer. 
It is a patent fact that neither of these 
results have been attained. The artizan still 
goes to the States for employment and the 
farmer ships his produce to England or the 
United States as before. While the results 
promised have not been attained, other results 
which were not promised have been. A few 
people have been enabled to accumulate wealth 
at the expense of the many, which wealth they 
have used and are still using for the purpose 
of squeezing their fellow countrymen, by means 
of combines. These combines have opened the 
eyes of the producers of the country to the 
fact that they have been systematically robbed. 
While they still wish to give home industry all 
reasonable protection they demand a revision 
of the tariff in the points in which it is most 
clearly unjust to them. This is the line which 
Mr. McCarthy has taken and it is the line in 
which thousands of conservatives will follow 
him. Another point on which Mr. McCarthy 
will receive strong support from many conser- 
vatives is his anti French language and separ- 
ate school policy. The strength of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy’s position on this point depends not so 
much upon the merits of his case, as upon the 
feeling, general throughout the country that 
Quebec has exercised an influence upon Cana- 
dian politics during the past twenty years 
entirely out of proportion to what was her just 
share. Sending a large body of representatives, 
who whatever might be their party names 
were prepared to vote Quebec as against the 
rest of the country at all times, she has practi- 
cally decided the policy of the Dominion or 
been well paid for consenting to what was 
done. This has caused many people who do | 
not know anything about the ‘French language 
or separate schools in the Northwest, or who 
who do not carea rap for them, to support 
Mr. McCarthy on these points as a means of 
balancing accounts with Quebec. 

In the liberal party, on the other hand, are 
thousands of free traders, who do not and 
never did believe in the high protective tariff 
@s a means of inducing national prosperity, and 
yet who have every desire to see the manufac- 
tures of the country .increase. Who are will- 


ing and anxious to”concede to those manufac- 
tures incidental protection; that is such pro- 
tection as the necessities of the revenue would 
afford, but who are not willing to allow_the 
country at large to be robbed for their sake. 
These men find in Mr. McCarthy’s declarations 
for tariff reform exactly the ground upon which 
they desire to stand. A very great cause of 
dissatisfaction within the liberal party has 
been the advocacy of cammercial union with 
the States by its leaders. A policy which 
would reduce Canada to the position of a com- 
mercial vassal of the United States, and practi- 
cally wipe it out politically. Mr. McCarthy’s 
propositions looking to closer and more im- 
groved trade relations with Great Britain, 


| which is the market, not only of Canada, but 


of the world, is far more acceptable than com- 
mercial union with the States, both asa busi- 
ness proposition and politically, to thousands of 
liberals, who little relish the aspersions which 
the speeches and actions of their leaders have 
caused to be thrown upon their loyalty during 
the past few years. 

Mr. McCarthy’s policy has providedarallying 
ground for both conservatives and liberals who 
desire that the producers of raw material should 
be placed upon at least an equal footing with 
the manufacturer of that raw material, who 
desire that the interests of the whole communi- 
ty should have precedence over those of sec- 
tions of the community, and who desire to 
maintain the dignity and prosperity of their 
country as a country and asa partof the 
greatest empire on earth. It is not too much 
to say that no man in Canadian politics at the 
present time is better fitted to give effect to this 
policy as its exponent in parliament and in 
the country, as the leader of a new party, than 
Mr. McCarthy himself.

IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 


Fraser & Co., vs. Jas. Martin and others. 
This case after standing for two years came up 
for trial at the December sitti of the 
supreme court at Edmonton. The facts were 
briefly as follows: About 1887 the plaintiff 
contracted with the defendant Martin to build 
him a house on three lots in block 11, H.B. Co. 
reserve. The house was to be paid for by cer- 
tain instalments, which the defendant for a 
time met, but aftewards neglected to pay, and 
upon being requested toa soor togive a 
mortgage refused. About December 20th, 1891, 
defendant Martin by letter made certain pro- 
positions to plaintiff as to payment, at the 
same time crea | that if these propositions 
were not. accepted the payments would not be 
completed. In this letter the defendant valued 
the property at $2,200, but afterwards, on the 

yp ing his leaving Edmonton sold the 
whole property to his wife for $75. The 

intiff claimed the cancellation of transfer to 
‘Christina Martin as‘illegal, and as having been 
ven to delay and hinder the plaintiff. Mrs. 
artin, as defendant contended that the pro- 
perty was given in payment of loans she had 
made to her husband amounting to about $900. 
The judgment given ordered the cancellation of 
the transfer alluded to;also that plaintiffs be at 
liberty to sell the property under execution for 
$642 and after paying Rev. Mr. Baird the 
amount due on the lots from Martin to pay 
such judgment and all the costs of the sale and 
of the suit including the usual counsel fees and 
a further counsel fee of $75. An injunction 
was granted against the further incumberance 
of the property pending the sale by plaintifis.

NORTHWEST BUSINESS. 


The following interesting business statistics 
are taken from the eighth annual supplement of 
the Commercial: 

In the beginning of the year 1880, the busi- 
ness institutions in the entire Canadian North- 
west, outside of Winnipeg and Hudson’s Bay 
oe out the country, did not number fifty 
all told. The business institutions in the city 
+ Winnipeg numbered only about three hund- 


Now inthe beginning of 1893, there are 
in the. province of Manitoba outside of Winni- 
peg, twothousand onc hundred and eighty- 
three mercantile concerns, and in the North- 
west Territories one thousand, one hundred 
and eighteen, which with Winnipeg added 
makes the grand total for the province and 
Territories four thousand three hundred and 


forty-six. 

There is but one point, namely, the city of 
Brandon at which there are over. two hundred 
mercantile concerns, that city having two 
hundred and twelve, Calgary comes next with 
one hundred and sixty, Portage la Prairie next 
with one hundred forty-one and Edmonton 
next with one hundred. This list makes up 
. ll'with one hundred and oter. There are 
_ other points containing each over fifty places of 
- business. 

Of towns containing twenty-five and less 
than fifty places of business there are in the 
Northwest twenty-eight.

The survivors 
were imprisoned in a hut and the Indians held 
a pow-wow and thought if they let them go 
their tribesmen would avenge the massacre. 
So they decided to act on the the maxim that 
‘dead men tell no tales” and shot them. 


The grand orange lodge of Belfast has sent 
out a vehement manifesto against Mr. Glad- 
stone's home rule bill. The manifesto demands 
either union with Great Britain or complete
